Shane Sorenson, a resident assistant at Helaman

The Utes remained deter- 
mined and were able to score with 
just over eight minutes left, but their 
effort was not enough and the 
Cougars won, 3-1. 

Saturday afternoon was a different 
story for the Cougars as they took on 
the University of Montana’s Lady 
Griz. 

During the first half, each team 
scored one goal. It was Rohbock 
again who was responsible for putting 
BYU on the scoreboard. 

The Cougars continued to play 
aggressively in the second half. They 
had excellent ball control and made 
several accurate passes leading to 
shots on goal, all of which were saved 
by Montana’s 6-foot-2 goalkeeper, 
Railene Thorson. 

Montana won the game 2-1 ona 
second-half goal by Courtney 
Mathieson. 

The Cougars’ coach, Jennifer 
Rockwood. said it was hard for her 
players to get their shots off because 
Montana was playing an all-defense 
game. She felt that it was a disap- 
pointing loss since the Cougars out- 
played the Lady Griz and took more 
shots than the Griz. 

“We had our chances,” Rockwood 


said. 

When asked if the team was affected 
by playing back-to-back games, 
Rockwood responded, “Yes, they 
were extremely fatigued today.” 

Saturday’s game was difficult 
because everyone was pumped up 
from Friday’s victory, said team cap- 
tain, Leanne Johnson. 

“We were depending on the kick- 
and-run game,” Johnson said. “We’ll 
get used to playing these top schools 
as the season goes on.” 

Rockwood said she is pleased with 
the performance of the starting lineup 
and she has great confidence in the 
team.

SALT LAKE CITY—LDS Hospital 
has set up a telephone hot line and is 
offering free AIDS tests for citizens 
who may have received improperly 
screened blood from the hospital’s 
blood bank over the past eight years. — 

The Food and Drug Administration 
last Friday suspended the out-of-state 
shipment of blood and blood products 
from the LDS Hospital Blood Bank -- 
Utah largest blood supplier -- after a 
routine inspection found the facility 
had deviated from some of the 
agency’s lab screening guidelines. 

The FDA cited “numerous viola- 
tions” in the testing of 200 units. of 
blood for the virus that causes AIDS 
and for hepatitis B. The violations 
occurred from 1987 to August. 

“This is a serious issue, and we are 
doing everything possible to be as 
responsive to public concerns as we 
can,’ hospital spokesman Jess Gomez 
said. 

Blood bank officials were combing 
through records Sunday and locating 
patients who received the suspect 
blood and those who donated it, 
Gomez said. 

All products that were not tested 
properly have been destroyed and 
state health officials said no question- 
able blood exists in the blood bank’s 
inventory. 

The blood bank is owned and oper- 
ated by Intermountain Health Care 
and supplies 85 percent of Utah’s 
blood needs. The federal suspension 
affects less than | percent of the 
blood bank’s supply, Gomez said. 

The Utah Department of Health has 
not imposed any restrictions on the 

. hospital’s blood bank, which has vol- 
untarily suspended testing until the 
state has determined all guidelines are 
being followed. 

Dick Melton, acting state health 
director, said LDS Hospital applied a 
“little bit different version” of criteria 
used to rule out tainted blood. 

Among the federal procedures to 
ensure blood is properly screened for 
HIV is a series of lab tests. The first is 
called ELISA, which tests for HIV 
antibodies. If the ELISA is positive, 
technicians repeat it to eliminate false 
readings. If the second ELISA is neg- 
ative, the donated blood is used. 

But if the second ELISA is positive, 
the blood must undergo a third line of 
defense - a more definitive HIV test 
called the Western Blot. 

However, FDA officials found in 
July the LDS Hospital Blood Bank 
did not conduct the Blot test, but 

instead performed a third ELISA test. 
In each case the results came back 

negative and the blood was used:

Dr. Gregory Schwitzer, medical 
director of IHC’s Salt Lake Valley 
hospitals, said the suspect blood 
amounts to less than | percent of all 
units donated since 1987. 

FDA officials stressed that there is 
“no indication at this time that any of 
the donations resulted in the transfu- 
sion of HIV infected or hepatitis B- 
infected blood.” 

Melton said those who received the 
suspect blood will undergo tests to 
determine if they have been infected. 

“But we believe the risk is fairly 
small. More than we’d like, but fairly 
small,” he said. 

Still, Schwitzer added, “We are tak- 
ing appropriate steps to comply and 
we are making no excuses for what 
occurred.” 

In addition to the 24-hour hot line 
(800-262-5374) and free testing, the 
blood bank is shipping donations to 
THC’s FDA-approved labs at McKay 
Dee Hospital in Ogden and Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center in 
Provo for testing.

SPLIT, Croatia—A U.S. warship in 
the Adriatic Sea fired 13 Tomahawk 
cruise missiles at Serb targets in 
northwestern Bosnia on Sunday, 
NATO said. 

The effect of the missiles fired by 
the American cruiser USS Normandy 
wasn't immediately known, said 
NATO spokesman Maj. Panagiotis 
Theodorakidis. He said the missiles 
were launched at 8:41 p.m. (2:41 p.m. 
EDT). 

It was the first use of the ship-based 
missiles in NATO’s campaign to force 
the Bosnian Serb rebels to pull their 
artillery and other heavy weapons out 
of range of Sarajevo, and to ease their 
pressure on other U.N. “safe areas” 
such as Tuzla. 

Also Sunday, Bosnian Serbs shelled 
the U.N.-controlled Tuzla airport and 
NATO retaliated swiftly with 
airstrikes, destroying rebel positions 
near the northeastern city. 

In an attempt to end the 12-day 


standoff with the Serbs, President 
Jacques Chirac of France, speaking 
before the missile attack, said late 
Sunday he had demanded the NATO 
raids stop for several hours to allow 
for a possible agreement on the with- 
drawal of Serb guns. He did not say 
when the suspension would take 
effect. 

Despite morning cloud cover, NATO 
warplanes also carried out airstrikes 
Sunday in other parts of Bosnia, said 
alliance spokesman Franco Veltri in 
Naples, Italy. 

Another NATO spokesman, Capt. 
Jim Mitchell, said cruise missiles 
were used Sunday because of their 
accuracy and because they can be 
used in all types of weather. He said 
their use also reduced the risk to 
NATO pilots flying over Bosnia. 

Mitchell said the decision to use the 
missiles did not represent a change in 
the mission being carried out by 
NATO and the United Nations, nor in 
the targets being attacked.
